serv ices a re 
being ex panded a t 
h om e and in other cou ntries. Ou r 
tra d e fair and trade m issions pro­ 
g ra m hav e been reoriented to place 
g re a te r em phasis on stim u lating in­ 
te re st in A m erican goods and se rv ­ 
ices. 
‘ P erm ane nt trad e centers will 
be established in both dev eloped 
and u nderdev eloped a re a s of the 
world.

(ZP)—Speaking at a campu s once stru ck 
by integration rioting, U.S. A tty . Gen. Robert F. Kennedy 
told a Deep Sou th au dience today he will enforce civ il rights 
laws v igorou sly . 


Making his first m ajor ad dress 
as attorney general, the P re sid e nt’s 
brother flu ng ou t an appeal as well 
as a w arning. 
In a speech a t the U niv ersity of 
Georgia Law School, K ennedy said: 
“ You m a y ask, will we enforce the 
civ il rights statu tes.

Iii short, compared with Dulles, 
Rusk looks gray . But coloration 
doesn't necessarily Involve judg­ 
ment. And any decision on Rusk’s 
judgment will require more evi­ 
dence than is publicly available 
now.
